May 13: Pastor Reese is serving as Moderator at the 
Allegheny Conservative Grace Brethren Conference at 
Camp Albryoca, Greenville Twp., near Meyersdale, PA. 
The Conference Theme concerns the matter of Biblical 
Authority, considered both in terms of doctrine and 
personal application. Everyone is welcome to attend! 
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The resurrection of our physical bodies from the dead is a 
doctrine that requires special revelation from God if men are to 
both perceive and believe it. It is not an idea that is subject to 
man’s natural intuition (i.e., “gut-sense”), nor is it one that arises 
from any form of scientific analysis or empirical investigation. 
When a physical body dies, it seems to defy all verifiable logic and 
experience to affirm that such a decaying and decomposing entity 
could ever rise again. For this reason, while the ancient heathen 
world had no problem in believing in the notion of the immortality 
of the soul (a non-material entity), it had enormous difficulties in 
swallowing the idea that salvation could involve the raising of the 
physical body—generally regarding the concept as both absurd 
and undesirable (e.g., Greek philosophy tended to view the body 
as a base and corrupt “prison house” of the soul). Note, for 
example the negative reaction to the preaching of the Apostle 
Paul by the mocking Athenian philosophers (Acts 17:31-32), or the 
incredulous response of the Roman Governor Porcius Festus 
(Acts 26:24), who was convinced that Paul had gone mad when 
he referred to the resurrection of Christ! Even today, eastern 
philosophies and religions (e.g., Hinduism, Buddhism, Taoism) 
deny the resurrection of the physical body while affirming the 
reincarnation of the soul. The Jews, however—a people who 
possessed the Divinely-revealed Old Testament—had no such 
qualms or misgivings in affirming the idea that God will one day 
raise our bodies (Isa. 26:19), either unto life or unto condemnation: 


Dan. 12: 2: "Many of those who sleep in the dust of the ground 
will awake, these to everlasting life, but the others to disgrace 
and everlasting contempt.” 


As mere finite humans, we have no idea as to precisely how God 
will perform this miracle—only that one day He will (John 5:25-29)! 
Today’s materialistic and rationalist philosophers may mock and 
continue to ask us “How can God reconstitute the very molecules 
of our bodies? What about those who dle at sea? Their bones 
have dissolved! How can God raise THEM?” But in the end, dear 
friends, all that we really need to know is that God has said that 
He most certainly WILL raise them! That is sufficient—AMEN!
